The 
albumen in these baking powders does not actually increase the 
leavening power of the powder, but by a series of unfair and deceptive 
tests such powders are made to appear to the innocent consumer to 
possess three or four times their actual leavening power."

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


HE sole head of a family, or any 

male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available Do- 
minion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta. The applicant must appear 
in person at the Dominion Lands Agency 
or Sub-Agency for the District. Entry 
by proxy may be made at the office of 
any Local Agent of Dominion Lands 
(not sub-agent), on certain conditions. 
Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
arm of at least 80 acre3, on certain con- 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity. 
In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead, Price 
$8 per acre, Duties—Six months resi- 
dence in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time re- 
quired to earn homestead patent) and 50 
acres extra cuitivation, The area of 
cultivation is subject to reduction in case 
of rough, scrubby or stony land after 
report by Homestead Inspector on appli- 
cation for patent. 
A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a 
pre-emption may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts, Price $3 per 
acre. Duties—Must reside six months 
in each of three years, cultivate 50 acres 
and erect a house worth $300,

Today Canada is making geography, 
not of the eplh:meral sort, that passes 
aWay ina generation. but of that perm- 
nent and substantial character that 
will endure for a century and beyond. 
Right in the heart of this North Aimcr- 
ican continent--almost at the doors cf 
Toronto—Canada is engaged upon a 
project magnificent in its conception, 
revolutionary in its effect, national .n 
ite significance. It is this that Can- 
ada is about in the building of the 
gew Welland Ship Canal. 

The appellwiton, Welland Canal, ts 
perhaps three-quarters of a century 
old. The old folks talked of it, every 
school child learns of it as part of 
the daily curriculum. But, with all 
this, how mauy know that right at 
the threshold of Toronto is geography 
in the makint? A nation is converg-

Warrant that slaim. But in these 


€ay8 of great engineering construc: 
tion the new Welland Canal will rival 
fr, its challensze to science the con- 
necting waterway at Panama, where 
two ocea is ite joined, and in its com- 
n.ercial efficiency to the prototype of 
all big canalz, at Suez. 

There is 1 romance in the history 
of what may be called the Welland 
Canals, and there is the charm of 
fiction in the story of the conception, 
design and new the construction, of 
the greater Welland. For its realiza- 
tion men have striven in the glare of 
the nooday and the quiet of the 
night, in the halls of parliament and 
in the seclujcd purlieus of the coun: 
cil chainbe.. 

It is a made work;. it is a work 
for many men; it is a worthy task for 
a nation. The mer who build theese 
canals con't figure in digits. Thy 
compound in tnovscuds. The faith is 
Kiven to them to remove mountains. 
They pick up a railway here and de- 
posit it bodily over there. They com- 
pute quantities and distances as if the 
smallest thing to do was to lift a 
great steamsiip with ten thousand 
tons of cargo over a 300-foot hill, and 
Place it on an even keel 25 miles 
away. 

It is worthy to note that the direct- 
ing genius of the new Welland Canal 
ie a pure Canacian product. Mr. John 
Laing Weller .¢ ergineer in charge of 
Survey, design and construction. He 
is one cf the increasing number of 
uwraduates who aow encircle the globe 
in one branch of the imperial service 
or another wh») have brought great 
end lasting credit to their alma mater 
--the Royal Military College at Kings. 
ton. Mr, Weller was born at Co- 
bourg on February 13, 1862. At the 
uge of twenty-one he wis assistant 
engineer on the Trent Canal; from 
1888 to 1900 he was connected with 
the St. Lawrence Canal system; and 
from 1900 to 1912 superintendent of 
the Welland Canal. When the seri- 
oug break occurred in the Cornwall 
Canal in 1908, Mr. Weller was called 
from St. Catharines to take charge of 
the work. 

The first shove] started to work on 
October 3, 1913. and the specifications 
provide for the completion of all con- 
tracts in time for the openiu: of the 
canal in 1918, 

Fifty million dollars 1s, ronghy 
speaking, Mr. Weller’s estimate of tho 
cost of completing the canal. The 
prices so far obtained from the con- 
tractors place the cost considerably 
below his estimate, and one ambition 
the engineer has is that the whole 
undertaking may be completed and 
handed over to the government with- 
in the original estimate. 

All the work is being done by con- 
tract, except the building of ihe lock 
tates, which are provided by the de- 
partment to insure uniformity of qual 
ity and a lower price, in view of the 
number required. Guard locks will 
be put in at Fort Weller and Port Col- 
borne. Care Las been taken to 
provide ample safet& factors to make 
the canal secure against emergen- 
cies. Mi. Weller'’s experience with 
canals has enabled him to introduce 
into his design many improvements 
that will facilitate the ease of opera- 
tion. The locks are all of the same 
size, and the parts are interchange- 
able. In the multitude of detail to- 
day he has 2 vision of the completed 
canal, with the prodacts of the 
prairies meoting the imports from tho 
old land; eastern Canada grasping 
through its long stretches the hand of 
the west in ore great national pur- 
Ppose.—Toronto Globe.

come @ passengey on liners travelling 
between the different countries. 

The unwanted Willis was said to 
have been twice rejected by the Unit- 
ed States authorities and if the Rus- 
sians refuse to have him back he 
seems destined for a life on the roll- 
ing deep unless he obligingly seeks 
a watery grave.

THE FUNCTIONS OF THE Gov-

The Remedy Fox the Many Evils Fol- 
lowing Jeforestation Is the Carry: 
Ing Out of a Policy of Conservatisn 
Under Government Control. 


A perpetual timber supply, resulting 
from systematic methods of cutting 
ig commonly, and correctly, supposed 
to be the chief purpose of making 
forest reserves. 

Another purpose, scarcely, if at ail 
inferior, is <hat, of regulating the run- 
off from th water-sheds of rivers, on 
which, on account of the fact that the 
land is an-suited for farming, through 
its -being too poor in quality or too 
rocky, or being at too high a level and 
80 exposed to frosts, trees form the 
most profitable crop. 

Forests mafutained for this latter 
purpose are called ‘protection foresis.’ 
Possibly the beat example of such a 
forest, and certainly the largest pro-| 
tection forest in the world, is the! 
Rocky Mountains Forest Reserve in 
Alberta, whici now has an area of 20,-} 
896 square miics. 

Fortunately the Dominion  govein- 
ment early recognized the value of | 
such protection forests, and, by thne\ 
creation of forest reserves in che! 
west, the great rivers of the plains 
having their source in these water: | 
sheds were saved from the disastrous | 
floods, the .ow-water stages, and the| 
filling-up of the river-beds with erod-! 
ed soil, so couracteristic of the rivers | 
originating in the denuded waier-sheds 
of the eastern United States. 

In this Jatter region many areas in 
the Appalachian mountains, which 
cover aw large part of Pennsylvanta, 
Virginia, the Carolinas and other 
States were very severely cut, and | 
have been repe.tedly swept by fire, so 
that the forests have been entirely 
destroyed. When rain falls on such 
an area. the water runs off almost im- 
mediately; if, on the other hand, the 
area were covered with forest, the 
soil would be more spongy and able 
to retain water, aud the water would 
be hindered in running off by the teee-| 
roots and the debris on the ground. 
Moreove., the water, in its rapid run- 
off, gradually takes with it the soil, 
and Where the goil covering the rocks 
is thin, ft is apt to be washed away 
entirely. Henze there is lost any pus. 
sibility of growing a new forest on the 
new bare rock. The soil carried away 
eventually found its way to the larger 
rivers and harbours, and did actual 


harm by silting these up. The in- 
creased irregularity of ow in the 
streams—excessively full in spring 


and as scanty in midsummer—greatly 
lessened the talue of the watcr-power 
situated on them. Accordingly an agi- 
tation sprang up to take stepe to re- 
afforest such areas as above referred 
to, and after some years the Wecks 
Bill was finally passed in 1911, setting 
aside $11,000,000 for the purpose of 
conserving the navigability of navng- 
able streams, by buying up and ulti- 
mately ve-afforesting the denuded 
areas On imyo.tant water-sheds. At 
Present over five and a half million 
acres in th2 Apalachians have been 
purchased or zpproved for purchase. 

The right of tLe federal govern- 
ment to expropriate such lands by pur- 
chase hinged on the power of promot- 
ing navigntion, given by the constitu- 
tion. In Canada the Dominon govern- 
met Was also sven the regulation of 
navigation by the British North Amer. 
ica Act of 1867, aud it bas been sug- 
gested that, in those parts of eastern 
Canada where wastc  water-sheds 
clearly exert 2 detrimental influence 
on the navigability of rivers, the Do- 
minion government should co-operate 
with the provincial government in 
there establishing and conserving for- 
est growth. Such a water-shed is that 
of the Trent river, where, according to 
a report lately issued by the commis- 
sion of conservation, as the result of 
repeated fires, about 150,000 acres are 
practically desert land. The Trent val- 
ley canal which passes through this 
region, nas already cost the Domin- 
jon government upwards of $10,000,- 
000, and, as pbove report points out, 
the re-es.ablishment of a forest cover 
on the deunded water-shed for the 
conservation of water-supplies js oue 
of paramount importance to the canal. 
The remedy for the many evils follow- 
ing deforestution as pointed out in 
this repurt is the carrying out of a 
policy of ccuservation undér Domin-! 
ion, provinelal or municipal control. |

BUDDIW'SM IN LONDON 


Net a Crecd for Aggressive People of 
the Occident—Monks Bey Bread 


The Bvedsist Scciety of Grat 
Britain and Ireland have raised funda 
to found a Bucdi.ist sangha or monas- 
tery in London. Ths society was form- 
cd in 1997 at a meeting over which 
Professor Rhys Davids presided. In 
the following year a Buddhist monk 
paid a visit to London and gave sev- 
eral lectures on the Buddhist faith, 
and during his prolonged stay int=r 
viewed also a large number of people 
who were interested in the subject, 
many of whom joined the socie:y. 
There are, moreover, severi.l Budihist 
monks of British birth in Ceylon and 
Burma, the most notable being Allan 
Bennett MacGregor, who was born in 
London but is of Scottish descent. 

The life of a Buddhist monk is by 
no means an easy one. Shortly aft:r 
rising at about four o'clock in the 
morning and performing his abluti:ns 
he repairs to the temple adjoining 
the monastery, where, after a recital 
of a portion of the Law, he star‘s 
on his begging round. One of the 
rules of the order is that all monks 
must beg for their daily focd, but thy 
are not allowed to receive gifts o° 
money or flesh meat, their dict tein; 
strictly vegetarian, all animal ¢ro- 
ducts, eggs included, boing prohib t-a. 
Monks also partake of on> mal ny 
@ day, and that must b: finizied b- 
fore noon, after which hour no f-cd 
may be eaten.

Buddhists in Lordon, tha f£tanca d 
says: 

“A few Europcans have been at- 
tracted by the morelity of t rere 
Buddhist creed, but cn tho wile t 
is not a relision that apcer's t: a 
Western people.

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German Emperor Patron of Nurses 


The versatility of the German em- 
Peror has often been remarked, but 
not the least interesting phase of his 
activities is the personal interest 
which he takes in music. This is the 
more surprising the Morning Post 
(London) says, for the strenuous life 
of the modern monarch leaves but lit- 
tle for the cultivation of individual 
tastes. 

King David, Nero, and King Ludwig 
of Bavaria were artists. Henry VIII. 
loved music-makings, and played upon 
the recorder. Queen Elizabeth encour- 
eged the study of music among her 
people, and was herself an adept of 
the concerd of sweet sounds,” and 
Frederick the Great sought solace 
from the aaffirs of state by gathering 
musicians around him, playing upon 
the flute, and writing military marches 
and other pieces. Frederick, indeed. 
stands out as the monarch of the 
past who did most to foster a love of 
the art. He took an active part in the 
musical life cf his people, and exerted 
a personal influence upon the operatic 
performances of his day. His name, in 
this connection, is inseparable from 
that of Bach. 

The present emperor has done much 
to maintain that enthusiasm for good 
music whica hag for so long character- 
tved his people. It 1s strange to think 
of the mar whom Europe calls a war 
lord exhibiting such zealous interest in 
the arts of peace.

What Makes the Crest on the Wave? 

When the wiad blows over the sea 
it forms waves that follow on in the 
direction of the wind. The water in 
the Waves themselves moves really 
up and down and dewn and backwards 
and forwards with a very slight move- 
ment in a forward direction.
